President Taft, it is understood, fa- 
vors strongly the idea of applying the 
maximum and minimum principle, and 
it is believed it will be agreed upon 
fully. 

Prior to the Cabinet meeting today, 
Mr. Taft conferred with Chairman 
Aldrich of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and Secretary MacVeagh. Sen- 
ator Aldrich assured the President the 
committee is making most satisfac- 
tory progress with the bill, and said 
there would be little or no delay in 
taking the matter up in the Senate. 

The administrative features of the 
Senate bill were discussed. Senator 
Aldrich left later for New York, and 
the Finance Committee will not meet 
during his absence. 

Reports, apparently authentic, have 
been current that the majority senti- 
ment in the Senate opposed the mini- 
mum and maximum principle as enun- 
ciated in the Payne bill.

Local trout fishermen have come 
more and more to depend on simple 
tackle outfits in their exeursions to 
the nearby streams. Southern Califor- 
nia essentially is not a fiy-caster’s 
country. The local fish are gamey 
enough but in the ordinary season 
there is not a great deal of water in 
this end of the State upon which a 
skilled caster can sifow his art to ad- 
vantage. Narrow streams, too much 
brush, and lack of necessity are 
causes. 

In the north conditions are quite the 
opposite and inducements to the de- 
votee of fine tackle in the broad and 
deep trout rivers are ample to afford 
the fiy caster plenty of opportunity to 
show his skill to advantage. Satislac- 
tory casting is often at a premium on 
such streams as the Eel, Truckee, 
Humboldt and other rivers, while far- 
ther south on the Kings and Kern 
rivers there is equal opportunity to 
cast a fly to advantage. 

Locally the high water ought to af- 
ford the fly-caster better results this 
season than usually. All the streams 
will be running full because of the 
heavy snowfall in the mountains and 
if the brush is not too thick consid- 
erable sport shauld be on tap through 
this source.

BE 


BUYS THIRTY-FIVE HUNDRED 
ACRES IN MEXICO. 


In Two Years Most of it Will Be 
Under Cultivation and Crops Will 
Yield Large Profits in This City. 
American Energy Needed in the 
South. 


E. B. Rivers, president of the Rivers 
Brothers Produce Company, returned 
yesterday, after an absence of five 
weeks, most of which time was spent 
in Mexico. He completed the pur- 
chase of 3500 acres of land along the 
Yaqui River, adjoining 15,000 acres of 
A. J. Salisbury of Los Angeles. It is 
about forty miles fron Guaymas. 
Within two years most of this will be 
under development and the crops will 
be shipped to this city for distribution 
throughout the Southwest. This is 
among the few instances in the his- 


tory of the produce business in which | 


a merchant has undertaken to become 
a producer in a large way. On the 
success of Mr. Rivers depends the ac- 
tion of a number of large firms. 

The products from Mexico will in 
way affect the growers of the South- 
west, inasmuch as the seasons are 
different and the crops there harvested 
at a time when nothing is grown here. 
At present our market is entirely de- 
pendent on Mexican and Florida pro- 
ducers for tomatoes, cucumbers, okra, 
egg plant and other vegetables. I+ is 
also possible to produce two crops of 
grain in the southern district. 

“The country is still in the primi- 
tive state,“ said Mr. Rivers. “It needs 
nd American brains 
to develop it. It his pitiful to see the 
Mexican peons and the Indians plow- 
ing with the crooked branches of 
trees. 

“Miles and miles of country is use- 
less, but where cultivation has been 
tried, it is very successful. Our party, 
consisting of Fred F. Fallas, another 
produce man of this city, and J. Rub- 
lee, a Michigan farmer and banker, 
were guests for a time on the famous 
Torres ranch, one of the few Mexican 
ranches which is properly worked. 
While there, in the first week of 
March, we were treated to watermel- 
ons, cantaloupés and a, nuenber of 
small fruits which mature here two 
and three months later.” 

Labor, atcording to Mr. Rivers, is 
plentiful and cheap. “Yaquis, who are 
much better than the Mexican peons, 
will work for 50 cents a day and feel 
more than satisfied,” said he. “While 
on the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, 
we discovered an oyster bed in one of

It is evident that the mail clerks were 
busy last month, for 518,940 pieces of 
misdirected or non-addressed mail 
reached the office.

HANDCUFFED PROCESSION, 

Four of the five men under arrest 
on the charge of robbing the bank 
were arraigned on a burglary charge 
before Justice Summerfield yesterday 
morning. The little procession, con- 
sisting of George N Yohn and Ernest 
W. Sundin, Allen George Beatty and 
Charies F. Martin, who were hand- 
euffed together in pairs, accompanied 
by three officers, marched to the court 
from the County Jail at 10 o'clock.

Yohn was arraigned first. He looked 
tired and worn, and was very nervous.

That complaint d 
not apply to me.“ then he twirled his 
hat a couple of times and sat down. 

Sundin and Martin were then ar- 
raigned on the same complaint. Sun- 
din’s brother end sister were in court, 
and the latter cried bitterly as she 
heard the charge. Sundin,. who was 
dressed ag if he had just stepped from 
a band box, did not seem to be dis- 
turbed. Martin, who was dressed in 
old and dilapidated clothes, shifted his 
eyes about the courtroom and said 
that he “waived examination.” .

HE NEW STATE PRIMARY LAW. 

When the- August primary election is called 
next year the voters of California will be con- 
fronted with a nominating system entirely new to 
this State. Even before that, in the spring elec- 
tions of 1910, the cities of the sixth class will have 
a try at the same system the direct primary, con- 
ducted under the law framed by the Legislature 
just adjou The city of Les Angeles will ex- 
direct primary system of its own 


periment with 
not opened and swallowed Nick at the municipal election next December; but this 


is provided for in the charter and has no relation 
to the general direct primary law. The Los An- 


| geles city system ia entirely distinct from that pro- 


vided for the State, for the various counties and 
for cities operating under the general law. 

The general State system is complicated. Even 
among the seventy-nine Assemblymen and forty 
Senators who had a hand in framing the new law 
it is known that only a few had a clear idea of the 
scope of the new measure. Most of them voted 
blindly on the bill, feeling’ that they were called 
upon to pass such a measure, though only partly 
understanding what its effect would be. 

Whatever may have been the causes that led up 
to the passage of the Wright-Stanton bill, it was 
passed, has been signed by the Governor, and now 
only awaits an opportunity for trial. Direct pri- 
mary enthusiasts insist that it will work great re- 
forms in our system of government; trained poli- 
ticians who have followed the old system for many 
years declare that, despite the assertions to the con“ 
trary, their vocation will not be gone—that there 
will be just as much manipulation in the future as 
there has been in the past. : 
The feature of the law that was given most prom- 
inence at the Legislature, particularly in the clos- 
ing days, concerns the method of selecting candi- 
dates for United States Senator. Under the Con- 
stitution of the United States these officers cannot 
be chosen by direct vote of the people; they must be 
elected by the Legislature of each State. 3 

After a long and stormy fight over this one ques- 
tion of Senators, which ended only after there had 
been a deadlock of several days in the Senate, the 
provision was made in the law that there shall be 
an advisory vote on United States Senators by 
State Senatorial and Assembly districts. 

That is, the names of the various candidates for 
nomination for United States Senator will bé 
placed on the primary election ballot and the voters 
will express their preference in the same manner 
that they select candidates for office. But this vote 
will be only advisory; it will advise the Senators 
and Assemblymen to be elected from the various 
districts of the choice of their constituents for places 
in the upper house of Congress. 

But this will in no manner bind the members of 
the Legislature to vote as their constituents advise, 
for it is distinetly provided that they shall be at 
liberty to vote either for the choice of their re- 
spective districts or for the candidate for United 
States Senator who shall have received the indorse- 
ment of his party in the greatest number of dis- 
tricts electing members of such party to the Legis- 
lature. 

The main effect of this provision, it is said, will 
be to compel candidates for the United States Sen- 
ate to make State-wide campaigns, to mingle in the 
polities of legislative district, to help elect 
State Senators and Assemblymen, and to strive for 
the advisory vote of ihe greatest number of dis- 
tricts. | 

The direct ptimary does away with the nomi- 
nating convention, though it does not blot out the 
party nominee, as does the Los Angeles city direct 
primary.

The basis of percentage in bach case is the vote 
of the party candidate receiving the greatest num- 
ber of votes at the last preceding Presidential elec- 
tion. Provision also is made for the nomination of 


candidates of parties that may have had no candi-. 


date for Presidential elector. It also is provided 
that independent candidates may be. nominated as 
at present. 2 

Fees are fixed for filing each nomination paper, 
ranging from $50 for candidates for United States 
Senator and State offices, to $10 for county, legisla- 
tive and municipal offices. 

A separate ballot will be provided for each party 
at the primary election. The law describes mi- 
nutely how ballots shall be printed. They will 
differ materially from the present form. Names of 
candidates will appear alphabetically under the title 
of the office to which they aspire. In addition to the 
candidates for various offices the voters also will 
select their nominees for delegates to the county 
conventions of their respective parties. 

Voters desiring to participate in a primary elec- 
tion must qualify by registering and by declaring 
their party affiliation at least twenty days prior to 
such election. 

The person receiving the highest number of votes 


at a primary election as the candidate for the nom- 


ination of a political party for an office becomes the 
party candidate and his name goes on the official 
ballot at the ensuing election. The same rule pre- 


vails with respect to nomination for delegates to 


party conventions. 


As to party conventions the following provisions 


are made: 3 

The State Central Committee of any political 
party shall, at least fifty days prior to the August 
primary election, file a written petition, by 
the chairman and secretary thereof, with Sec- 
retary of State, and mail a copy to the chairman 
and secretary of each County Central Committee, 
naming the place and date of the State convention, 
the number of delegates entitled to seats therein, 


and the number of delegates apportioned to each 


ccunty. 

Delegates to State conventions will be elected by 
the delegates to the various county conventions, who 
are elected at the primaries. 

In years when candidates for President and. Vice- 
President of the United States are to be elected the 
State conventions of the various parties will be held 
in May, for the purpose of electing delegates to the 
national conventions to nominate candidates for 
President and Vice-President. 

Delegates to the May State convention will be 
nominated by county conventions which are to be 
composed of the delegates elected to such conven- 
tions at the last preceding August primary election. 

This last provision is one that strikes many per- 


sons as peculiar. Twenty-one months will elapse be- 


tween the “last preceding August primary” and the 
May convention, and it is possible that party poli- 
cies will undergo a great change in such a stretch 
of time; yet the delegates to the county convention 
of 1910, for instance, will name the delegates to the 
State convention called in May of 1912 for the pur- 
pose of electing delegate$ to the national conven- 
tions. 

The State, county and other conventions, aside 
from the May convention already referred to, will 
have no function other than to promulgate party 
platforms and to transact other routine business, 
excepting, as previously stated, the nomination of 
candidates and the naming of party central com- 
mittees. 

County and municipal conventions will be held 
not later than two weeks after the primary elec- 
tion, so the candidates for nomination will not know 
until after the primaries the policies that may be 
adopted by their respective parties. 

State conventions will be held not later than four 
weeks after the August primaries. 

Restrictions are thrown about the expenditures 
that may be made legally by a candidate for any 
office. He may pay out or contribute only 
for the following purposes: Official filing fee; cir- 
culation and verification of nomination papers; per- 


sonal traveling expenses; rent and furnishing of 
halls and rooms for public meetings or committee 
headquarters; payment of speakers and musicians 
at public meetings; printing and distribution of 
pamphlets, circulars, newspapers, cards, handbills, 


ing canvasses of voters; for clerk hire; for convey- 
ing infirm or disabled voters to the polls. 
It is in this latter section that prospective can- 


didates see the greatest menace to their sprouting | 


ambitions. -It is going to take money and much of 
it to make a campaign for any office; the“ list of 
allowable expenditures tells the tale. There will be 
no party central committee to bear the burden. It 
will all fall on the individual candidate. 


ISSION ARCHITECTURE. 

It is not all sentiment which has inspired Mr. 
Taylor, the supervising architect connected with the 
Treasury Department, to declare for the Spanish 
style in the government buildings to be erected in 
Southern California.

But there are reasons, too, for the 
tion of the mission style in the buildings to 
erected by the government in Southern Cal 
Of course this style is not indigenous to Cal 
nor to the western continent.

It came from 
tral Asia and traveled across the northern part 
Africa into Spain, whence it was transplanted 
Spanish America. . 

This architecture has survived the ries 
cause’ of its perfect adaptation to the climati 
other conditions in the countries where it has 
vailed and does prevail. | 

The mission architecture is particularly suited 
a country where timber is scarce and dear, 
clays and rock formations plentiful and of the 
ingredients. So it was in Northern Africa, so in 
Spain, so throughout a large part of Spanish Amer- 
ica into which it was introduced. There has been 
no place, not excepting Northern Africa, where this 
architecture is more suitable than in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. We have little or no forests. Building 
woods come from a distance and are growing dearer 
year by year. Our beds of cement, clay and moun- 
tains of rock furnish abundant material for the 
construction of Mission buildings. 

The other predominant reason for the survival of 
this style of architecture is its suitableness to dry 
and warm climates. Its walls are generally thicker 
than those of. frame construction prevailing geher- 
ally in America. This affords a better protection 
from the ardent rays of the sun. If the cement 1s 
properly prepared and applied the walls will not 
crack nor chip, as is the case where woods are used 
for the frames, which, shrinking, tear the plaster 
all to pieces. it is almost an unknown thing in Cal- 
ifornia since Americans first came here and built 
many wooden houses, that a wall without great 
cracks from top to bottom of it is seen. 
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The color effects in the Mission style of architec- 


ture are also well worth considering. The dull-gray 
walls with the red tile roof on top certainly bespeak 
the lands of the sun. The bell towers and arcades 
or patios are also features which commend this ar- 
chitecture in a climate where so much of the year 
may be spent out of doors. The New England or 
other Eastern State verandas are by no means so 
inviting as the patio ot arcade of the Mission build- 
ing. Trailing vines and climbing flowering plants 
may be used with abandon upon the patio of the 
Spanish building, giving an effect of both coior and 
coolness not to be had in the American style of 
house, however ample the veranda may be.

ARGUMENTS AGAINST SCHEME 
ALSO ADVANCED. 


Consolidation Discussed at Venice. 
Merger of Santa Monica and Ocean 
Park Would Result in Reduction 
of Taxation—Antis Weuld Rather 
Join Los Angeles at Once. 


(ST ECIAL Or THE 

VENICE, April 2.—Consolidation of 
the beach oities was the question un- 
der consideration et a meeting of citi- 
| zens held in the Auditorium this even- 
ing. The affair was conducted under 
the auspices of the Venice Chamber 
ot Commerce. President McCarver pre- 
sided, and. stated that although the 
chamber had placed itself on record as 
oppésed to consolidation, it had in- 
vited speakers in favor of the wed- 
ding of the sand cities, to the end 
that the people might hear both sides. 
City Trustee Miles of Santa Monica 
opened the argument on behalf of the 
merger. He presented an array of 
facts and figures calculated to show 
that through annexation there would 


be a reduction of taxation. The con- 
solidated city, he said, could be main- 
tained more cheaply than the two 


separate municipalities. He believed it 
to be to the best interest of all, as 
the larger city would contribute’ to 
harmony. Ocean Park's per capita 
expense of maintenance is now larger 
than that of Santa Monica, and the 
reduction that could be aceomplished 
through consolidation would material- 
ly lower the present rate. The speaker 
said he believed he expressed the views 
of Meyor Dudley and the other mem- 
bers of the City Council when he said 
they hoped for the success of the con- 
solidation movement. 

J. M. White of Ocean Park spoke 
against the proposal to wipe Ocean 
Park off the map. He said the con- 
solidation or annexation meant simply 
annihilation. He wes certain Santa 
Moriica would soon forget all about 
the obligation to the unrepresented 
southern end. “If we must annex,’ 
said he, “let us. eonsolidate with 
something that is big enough to take 
care of us. We would better join with 
Los Angeles direct.” There nothing 
to be gained, he thought, buf) much to 
lose through consolidation with Santa 
Monica. 

Speaking for consolidation, . 
Noyes of Santa Monica said the beach 
needed that strength which comes 
with unity of purpose and concerted 
action. He showed that the expense 
of maintaining two separate govern- 
ments was necessarily greater than it 
would be for one. The speaker dis- 
couraged the project of annexation to 
Los Angeles. He urged harmony and 
said it was to the interest of all that 
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three appraisers. |

Monica. Notice of election is to be 
given by at least four successive 


weeks’ publication prior to the elec- 
tion, and the election date shall be 
within twenty days after the expira- 
tion of the publication. If a majority 
of the votes cast in each municipality 
shall be in favor of consolidation, the 
consolidation shall be deemed to have 
been completed upon the filing with 
the Secretary of, State of the original 
abstract of the vote cast, ereupon 
the freeholder charter of Santa Mon- 
fea becomes the charter of the consol- 
idated city, and the incorporation of 
Ocean Park becomes dissolved. The 
Ocean Park officers are then to imme- 
diately quit and surrender their of- 
fices, books, moneys and archives to 
Santa Monica. The ordinances of

Discovery le Made Largely by Ae 
cident in Abandoned Well, Drilled 
to Artesian Strata—Son of Le- 
moore Merchant and Young Woman 
Make Stir by Elopement.

HANFORD, April 1.—The bring- 
ing in of good water wells near Huron 
seems to assure in the near future the 
transformation of this now barrén but 


fertile territ into a rich and uc- 
tive region. 


The cultivation of the land, lying be- 
tween the developed district in the 
western part of Kings county, and tile 
Coalinga oil fields, will be a stride in 
the work of development now progres- 
sing throughdut the State. 

With the drilling of the well on 
Joseph Moran’s land came the discov- 
ery that in previous efforts to develop 
‘a water supply for irrigation and 
drinking purposes a grave mistake had 
been made. As in other instances, an 
attempt had been made to tap the ar- 
tesian strata with the Moran well. 
After the hole was down about 1200 
feet the attempt was abandoned. 
Later, however, it was decided to per- 
forate the casing at the 350-foot level. 
When this was done a splendid water 
supply was obtained. This same opera- 
tion has been performed in other wells, 
and has succeeded in bringing water. 

The discovery means the early de- 
velopment of the land that has only 
needed water to make it fertile. A 
number of the land owners have an- 
nounced their intention of moving onto 
their property and cultivating it.
